Rapid Deployment Force ends games 


CAIRO, WEST AIR BASE, Nov. 23 (AP) 
— Soldiers and aviators from America's first 
test of its heralded Rapid Deployment Force 
broke down their weapons and stopped their 
gear Sunday for the trip home after their first 
war games in a Mideast desert. 

Infantrymen from the 1 01st airborne air 
assault battalion out of Fort Campbell. Ken- 
tucky, struck the tents they have lived in on 
this heavily secured Egyptian base since Nov. 
1 1 and boarded air transport jets for flights to 
Britain, then the United States. 

Pilots from the 150th Tactical Fighter 
group at New Mexico's Kirtland Air Force 
Base, part of the New Mexico Air National 
Guard, readied their eight A-7 fighter jets for 
the 1 7-hourflight back across the Mediterra- 
nean Sea and Atlantic Ocean for what they 
hoped will be a “wheels down" back in the 
United States in time for Thank sgiv ing on 
Thursday. 

Tbe desert maneuvers were titled Opera - 
tion Bright Star and involved deploying 1 ,400 
American troops alongside Egyptian conter- 
parts, firing each other's weapons and con- 
ducting joint night and day combat maneuv- 
ers. 

The two-week operation is the first in the 
Middle East for the Rapid Deployment 
Forces, which are comprised of units from the 
four major U.S. services, their goal being the 
ability to jump virtually overnight into a 
Mideast or Gulf trouble spot. 


The rapid deployment concept had been 
on the Pentagon’s drawing boards for years. 
But the fall of the late Shah of Iran, the 
11-month-old Soviet incursion into 
Afghanistan andmow the Iran- Iraq war have 
turned the project'into a top Pentagon prior- 
ity. 

Development of the forces at the cuiTent 
level started in March, Pentagon officials 
here stud. They said an Egyptian force will 
train sometime next year in the United 
States, and U.S. Gen. Volney Warner, in 
charge of the Pentagon's Readiness Com- 
mand. said here on Saturday that Rapid 
Deployment units will return to Egypt. He 
did not say when. 

American military strategists said privately 
that the failed attempt last spring to rescue 
the 52 American hostages then held in 
Tehran showed how inexperienced U.S. 
forces are in planning and executing desert 
missions. 

Since ihen,Brighl Star has been the second 
American military operation in Egypt. Both 
have been marred by air crashes that military 
sources said “ might” be connected to unique 
desert conditions. 

Thirteen persons died Nov. 12 when a 
giant C141 transport jet bringing them here. 
Crashed while attempting to land at this strip 
40 kilometers West of the Egyptian capital. 
Two Americans perished in August in the 
crash of their Phantom F4-E fighter jet as it 


banked in a three-plane maneuver landing at 
Cairo .West. 

The crashes remain under investigation, 
- and probers are checking carefully for any 
sign the uniqueness of flying in the Middle 
East desert — no landmarks, thin and very 
dry air, a sometimes invisible horizon — may 
have contributed. 

The Pentagon has said Bright Star was bil- 
led as the first-ever Mideast maneuver of 
Rapid Deployment units, but the size of the 
force in fact was far smaller than what would 
be sent- to genuine hostilities. 

Airborne army units counted for 850 of the 
1,400 total, while 350 were from the air 
force. The rest were from those and other 
services providing administrative support. 

The U.S. commanders stressed throughout 
the exercise that they are trying to maintain a 
low profile here. Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat has said the Americans can “use" his 
bases only when invited. He said such invita- 
tions would issued only when an Arab nation 
is threatened. Sadat has said many times the 
Americans cannot “maintain’’ forces at 
Egypt’s military facilities. 

On Saturday, the influential Egyptian 
Magazine October reported Sadat was 
extending essentially the same deal to Eruo- 
pean nations if they see a need to “contain" 
the enduring war between Iran and Iraq.“the 
facilities would be the same as those we have 
offered the United States."

White-bearded men, toothless women clamor for war 
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• ***** for tdev&oa in the port area of the Iraqi occupied Iranian town of

BAGHDAD, Nov. 23 (AP) - White- 
bearded old men and toothless old women 
stomped in a war dance in the street and 
shrieked long forgotten Arab battle-chants 
here to celebrate their enrolment into Iraq's 
volunteer popular army. 

The senior citizens, some looking very 
senior indeed, jumped up and down as if 
they were teenagers once again, grinning 
their toothless smiles. 

Some waved their walking sticks like 
swords above their heads or pointed them 
like rifles, trying at the same time to keep 
their glasses from slipping off their noses. 

“Take us to the front take us to the 
front,” they chanted stomping their feet 
heavily on the road up and down outside the 
recruiting office in a kind of Baghdad mar- 
tial samba. 

The group of about 300, all aged 65 and 
over, were the last batch of volunteers 
responding to an appeal by President Sad- 
dam Hussein to the older citizens of Iraq to 
contribute to the war effort against Iran. 

The appeal gave Iraqis aged 65 and over, 
both men and women. 10 days to volunteer 
by registering at the recruiting centers of the 
popular army — a kind of citizens militia for 
younger citizens. 


The president explained and issued the 
appeal in response to requests by older Ira- 
qis who were complaining they were feeling 
left out of the war. Officials said more than 
25,000 older citizens had registered already 
before the last day of recruitment. 

They said the volunteers would be 
assigned tasks later, to suit their previous 
experience and capabilities. 

But tbe crowd outside the Baghdad 
recruiting center made it dear in their 
impromptu demonstration they were bent 
on going to war. “ We are all Saddam's sol- 
diers now„.we are ready to go to war to 
chop off the hands stealing our rights.” they 
chanted. 

The demonstration was sparked off when 
a group of foreign newsmen and television 
reporters arrived on the scene. But similar 
scenes have been screened on Iraq's state- 
run television every evening for the past ten 
days. The television coverage showed old 
men and women volunteers performing war 
dances and chanting outside reruiting cen- 
ters in all the major towns of the country. 

Many of the old men outside the Baghdad 
center said they were old soldiers who had 
fought in both world wars and in Iraq's anti- 
colonial struggles. 

Khaiaf Saleh Abdullah, 80, who said he 


had fought in both World War I and II said 
“I'm still good for another war and know 
more about fighting than any of the young 
men they are sending to the front." 

Kama! Jabar who was there with his wife, 
both in their seventies, said “our sons and 
grandsons are at the front and we want to be 
with them. What if we are old, there is 
nothing wrong with us." 

Local newspapers said the oldest volun- 
teer was Saleh Barbat, aged 120, from the 
town of Nineveh. 

Women, dressed in the traditional black 
Muslim head to toe veil swirled into an 
impromptu war dance of their own. grin- 
ning their toothless smiles waving the rifles 
over their beads and shrieking the tradi- 
tional ululating cry used by Arab women to 
express their joy. 

The old men, also dressed in flowing 
Arab robes and keffiyahs (the traditional 
Arab head scarves) were prodded into an 
even more lively stomping but the women's 
performance. 

■'Saddam's name makes America shake," 
they started chanting, turning to the group 
of foreign newsmen watching. 

"This is not a joke. We are all deadly 
serious about this business of going to the 
front,” an old man with a white beard said.

Islamic news service reviewed 


RIYADH, Nov. 23 (SPA) — Information 
Ministry officials are discussing plans to 
expand the wire services of the International 
Islamic News Agency. 

Deputy Minister of Information Dr. Abdul 
.Aziz Khoja, said he would like to see a strong 
agency so that it may cover as much of the 
world as possible. Khoja, who is chairman of 
the board for I IN A, met Sunday with the 
agency’s director general Safdar Ali 
Quaraishi. 

The agency was established by member 
states of the Organization of Islamic Confer- 
ence. which is responsible for convening 
mee tings of Islamic foreign ministers and fol- 
lowing up their resolutions. The agency has 
its headquarters here and already has corres- 
pondents in seven Islamic capitals and the 
main centers of information in the world. The 
agency transmits news over nine hours — on 
the average of 1 0,000 words day to 20 Islamic 
states in addition to a Spanish language ser- 
vice. which is relayed to 13 states in South 
America. 

In July this year Information Minister Dr. 
Muhammad Abdo Yamani toured the agency 
and said he admired the progress achieved by 
them. He reaffirmed the Kingdom's com- 
mitment to foster its objectives. He discussed 
with the Secretary General of the OIC, Habib 
Chatti, the need to urge member states to 
enhance their contributions in order to 
improve the agency's accomplishments.

It was strange to hear some people say 
that it is better for the Arab leaders not to 
meet at a summit conference because of 
the disarray in their ranks. I find this illog- 
ical because this means that the present 
differences marking inter- Arab relations 
should be perpetuated rather than solved. 

1 believe the Arab summit is crucial 
because it is the only way to bring together 
the decision makers in the Arab world to 
discuss their problems and proposed solu- 
tions at the highest level. With one or two 
exceptions the Arabs have common 
objectives and are all Muslims, have a 
common enemy represented by Israel and 
supported by foreign powers which we can 
bring pressure on to change their tactics 
and policies. 

We do not demand that the summit 
should bring about Arab unity because 
this appeal has become unfortunately hol- 
low. It has been misused by some evil men 
for their own mean objectives. We do not 
demand that the Arab citizens should be 
free to move in and out other Arab states, 
but they should be free from terror and 
assassination when they move out of their 
own states. 

We will soon have to meet a new 
American administration, which will have 
an important effect and will play a role in 
the way the Arab- Israel conflict and the 
Palestinian question will be like in the next 
few years. 

We should ponder carefully what Prince 
Fabd has been -saying about the dedara- 
0oa of a holy struggle, jihad, to save the 
holy city of Jerusalem and liberate the 
occupied lands from Israeli domination. 
With this we should be able to fight our 
way bade to Palestine and uphold our 
rights. And for die sake of Palestine the 
Palestine Liberation Organization must 
attend the summit Tuesday in Amman.

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Backs joint Arab force in Gul f 

Hussein sees new bid 
on Mideast by Reagan 


BEIRUT, Nov. 23 (AP) — King Hussein 
of Jordan says he believes the United States 
under Ronald Reagan will scrap the ■’Camp 
David” formula and devise a new approach 
to an overall peaceful settlement in the Mid- 
dle East. The king also said in a newspaper 
interview published here Saturday that be 
sees no objection to forming a joint Arab 
military force to protect Arab oil resources in 
the Gulf. 

“It seems to me a white revolution has 
occurred in the United States " Hussein said 
of Reagan's landslide election victory against 
President Jimmy Carter. “This revolution 
reflects the American people’s will to have a 
nationalist leadership that serves the national 
interests of the Americans, in other words a 
strong leadership.” 

A onetime close ally of the United States, 
Hussein has been outspokenly critical of the 
Camp David accords Egypt and Israel con- 
cluded under Cartel's auspices in 1978. 

“The Camp David accords failed to deal 
with the crux of the Arab- Israeli conflict.'' 
the king told the weekly supplement of the 
Beirut independent newspaper An Nahar. 
“These accords failed to deal with the Pales- 
tinian issue, with the question of occupied 
Arab territories and the Jerusalem issue. 

Hussein said these were the most danger- 
ous issues involved in the Middle East crisis 
and could have “serious reflections on the 
region and on the future of the world as a 
whole.” 

“Camp David is a mediocre operation." 
Hussein said. "1 don" t think that the accords 
would under any circumstances form a base 
to build upon, because we need to delve into 
the heart of the problem, to tile Palestinian 
issue, for the principles and foundations upon 
which a just and durable peace can be set up.” 

In a post-election statement, Reagan said 


one of his top foreign policy priorities is to 
meet soon with King Hussein. 

"I will be delighted to accept his invitation 
and visit him after he assumes his monumen- 
tal responsibilities said Hussein. “1 will be 
happy to discuss with him all issues connected 

with bilateral relations and with American- 
Arab relations.” 

Asked if he believes the Camp David for- 
mula was coming to an end under Reagan, 
Hussein said: “1 think the chance is there for 
the new president and his administration to 
tum a new page in conduct of relations with 
the Arab world. I hope things will move in 
this direction.” 

The Camp David accords promise meas- 
ured autonomy to the 1 .5 million Palestinians 
of the Israeli- occupied West Bank of the Jor- 
dan River and the Gaza Strip. Egyptian and 
Israeli negotiators have been bogged down 
on how to define this autonomy. 

Hussein said the future of the Palestinians 
should be decided by the West Bankers and 
Gazans together with the two million other 
Palestinians living in the rest of the world. 
Yasser Arafat’s Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization should be the leading factor in this 
decision, the king added. 

Jordan would accept a federal union with a 
PLO-led Palestinian state in the West Bank 
and Gaza if the Palestinians opted fora fed- 
eration or confederation, Hussein added.

Sadat repeats 
facilities offer 
to Europe 

CAIRO, Nov. 23 (AP) — President 
Anwar Sadat, in an interview with Danish 
television, has reiterated his offer to provide 
military facilities "to Europe should there be a 
need to “ contain " the Iran- Iraq war from 
spreading, a Cairo magazine said Saturday. 

The weekly October magazine, said Sadat 
repeated his offer in an interview’ to be aired 
in Denmark on Monday. The facilities. Sadat 
was quoted to have said, would be similar to 
those offered to the United States. 

” 1 am ready to give facilities to European 
countries that wish to contain the I ran- Iraq 
war. "Hie facilities would be the same as those 
we have offered the United States." the 
magazine quoted Sadat as saying. 

Sadat first made the offer to Europe in 
October during the vist here of British politi- 
cian David Steel. He said at the time that he 
was doing so was because Europe would suf- 
fer more than the United States if there is any 
disruption of oil supplies as a result of an 
extended Gulf war. 

During the interview with the Danish tele- 
vision, Sadat also said that he would “ not be 
shocked " if the Israeli Knesset passed a bill, 
annexing the Golan Heights, because he said 
they had done the same thing with the Egyp- 
tian Sinai peninsula following the 1 967 war. 

Isael has withdrawn from 75 per cent of the 
Sinai and is to leave it altogether by April 
1982, as a result of the Camp David peace 
agreements. 


Egypt arrests 
‘radical’ group 
at Assyut U 

CAIRO. Nov. 23 1 AP) — An unspecified 
number of university students, members of 
un Islamic fundamentalist ura.uu/:iiMn. I:.i\ . 
been arrested. Egvpi's minister of interim 
(police) has said. He alleged that the gnnjp 
were bent on "creating violence and carrying 
out political assassinations." 

In a statement to parliament Saturday the 
minister. Nabawi Ismail, claimed that the 
group calling itself "the Party of Islamic Lib- 
eration." was financed by Arab rcjcctionist 
countries opposing Egypt's peace moves with 
Israel. 

He did not specify which of the 17 Arab 
countries supports the movement. But Egypt 
has previously accused Libya of instigating 
trouble in Egypt. 

Ismail said the group was arrested in the 
University of Assyut. 38U kilometers south of 
Cairo, following bottle and stone -throwing 
riots and si t- in- strikes in which police had to 
intervene. 

The disturbances forced the university to 
suspend academic activities for one week. 
Studies resumed Saturday and all is"ealin" 
the minister said. 

The same campus, which has a student 
' body enrollment of 20.UUO was the scene of 
bitter and bloody sectarian riots in March this 
year, in which fundamentalists were pitted 
against the police and members of the Coptic 
Christian minority. 

But Ismail assured parliament the riots 
caused no casualties and did not involve the 
Coptic minority. Coptic religious sources in 
Assyut and Cairo confirmed Ismail's report. 
He said prosecutors were investigating the 
case. 

The minister of interior said the distur- 
bances on the campus and in the 3.0UU 
member hostel grounds followed a derision 
by the university authorities to suspend two 
undergraduates involved in "campus viol- 
ence.” and the building of a wall around the 
hostel grounds. The hostel situated near the 
university is off a main road access to it up till 
now was totally free. 

"The university authorities decided to 
build the wall in order to safeguard the sec- 
urity of the students, and control entrance 
into the complex to prevent outside elements 
from entering to foment trouble," Ismail 
explained. He said the group of fundamental- 
ists "who have an interest in allowing their 
sympathizers in. had attacked the construc- 
tion workers and at one point threw stones 
and bottles at them." 

"The group then threw out university offi- 
cials working jn the hostel and cut the tele- 
phone wires of the building," to force the 
university authorities to reconsider the sus- 
pension of their colleagues and free a leading 
member of theiroiganization arrested in Sep- 
tember. he claimed.

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Voyager space probe shocks Saturn scientists 


YEMEM: a neddace with three hollow silver puds

PASADENA , Calit (LAT) — Scientists at 
the jet propulsion laboratory here must have 
felt like prospectors who had just stumbled 
- on Sutters Mill as they panned thro ugh the 
J fast-flowing stream of data coming to Earth 
from the Voyager 1 spacecraft and found a 
' series of scientific nuggets about Saturn and 
■Its moons. 

Among other dungs, they discovered that ; 

■ — The moon Titan has an atmosphere rich 
in nitrogen with only traces of the methane 
that earlier was thought to existin large quan- 
tities. There may even be poddies or pounds 
of liquid nitrogen on the fog moon’s surface. 
Thus, Titan ’ in its deep-frozen state could ' 
provide scientists with ideas about the 
Earth’s eariierformative stages and acquition 
of atmospheric nitrogen, like some sort of 
planetary m amm oth found in a 
'Siberian glacier. 

— Some moons, like Mimas, are heavily 
cratered and probably little changed since 
their formation around 4 Va -billion years ago. 
Others, like Enceladus, are relatively smooth 
and have been gready modified through time. 
And some, like Tethyns, seem to be a mix of 
those two extremes. 

— Saturn does in fact possess a sixth ring, 
one between the previously known innermost 
ring and the planet itself. The existence of 
such a faint ring has long been debated and 
now it is known to be there. 

— There is a third strand to the braided 
ringlets that border one of the planet's outer 
rings, making it very much like a piece of 
elaborate sailor's rope work. 

Bradford Smith, the University of Arizona 


astronomer who is the leader of the Voyage 
photo interpretation team, said : “ I’m just 
stunned by the spectacular pictures we have 
received over the past 24 hours. They are 
extraordinary pictures and in such quantities 
that if s hardly possible to concentrate on one 
particular image before becoming distracted 
by die next ” 

If that was true for the pictures taken by 
Voyager Ts electronic cameras, it was 
equally true for the various measurements 
made by the unmanned spacecraft’s nine 
other scientific instruments. Two of those 
instruments, the infrared radiometer- 
spectrometer and - the. spacecrafts radio 
transmitter, were used to explore Titan’s 
atmosphere. 

Different dements and compounds radiate 
infrared energy at specific, characteristic 
wave lengths, and " the infrared device 
detected lhcsignaturc-of nitrogen, along with ‘ 
trace amounts of methane, propane, 
ethylene, ethane abd acetylene — all differ- 
ent combinations of hydrogen and carbon — 
along with hydrogen cranide (a triplet of hyd- 
rogen, carbon and nitrogen). The way this 
yeasty atmospheric mix affected the trans- 
mission of Voyager l’s radio signals as the 
spacecraft passed behind Titan provided sci- 
entists with some idea of bow thick the 
atmosphere really is. 

IhepreKnimaiy indications, said Professor 
Von R. Eshelman of Stanford University and 
a mem ber of the radio science team, is that 
Tf&lljbs aytjgr thidentraospbese. The gases 
altered the signals so markedly that the only 
explanation, he said, could be a compara- 
tively heavy gas like nitrogen. Other instru- 


ments tend to corroborate tha t. 

James Pollack, a VS . space agency planet- 
my scientist and member of the photo 
interpretation team, said the nitrogen prob- 
ably came from ammonia in the primordial 
nebula out of which Saturn and Titan formed 
billions of years ago. The methane would also 
have been present in that nebula. 

But because the ammonia is more volatile 
than methane. Pollack said, it would have 
gasafied more readily than the latter com- 
pound and filled Titan’s atmosphere. Then, 
exposed to the sun’s ultraviolet light, the 
ammonia would have broken down into its 
constituent nitrogen and hydrogen atoms 
with the lightweight hydrogen escaping into 
space and the heavier nitrogen being left 
behind. 

Over eons, the nitrogen would have come 
to dominate the moon’s atmosphere. Then 
because Titan is so far from the sun and 
because the temperatures there are so low 
said Pollack and Rod ulf Hand, another space 
agency scientists, droplets of liquid nitrogen 
would have formed in the lower atmosphere. 

Those droplets would eventually fall to the 
surface of Titan where they would form 
either a thin film of this extremely cold 
(minus 273 degrees Fahrenheit) liquid or 
possibly even puddles or ponds of the super 
cold stuff: There would not be enough nit- 
rogen to fill both an atmosphere and a deep 
surface ocean, Pollack said. 

Titan’s, surface, said Fshdman^ would 
seem ” like a-murkey swamp. ” The^nzface 
also probably has concentrations of the 
organic compounds formed by the interac- 
tion of the organic compounds farmed by the 
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interaction of the sun’s ultraviolet rays and 
tiie hydrocarbon compounds in its upper 
atmosphere. 

Smith, the University of Arizona 
astronomer, said that the tight- scattering 
properties of the ring material, as recorded 
on the spacecraft ’ cameras, strongly indicate 
that there are extremely small dust or ice 
grains present in three of the rings around 
Saturn — the F, E, and the now-confirmed D 
rings. 

The spokes that have appeared in the B 
ring and that “ have been giving us night- 
mares. ” said Smith, also appear to be very 
fine grain p articles. They may be so small, in 
fact, that they might be influenced by the 
planet’s electrical or magnetic fields, said 
Smith, and elevated ever so slightly out of 
their rotational plane. 

As for the other moons of Saturn, Laur- 
ence Soberblom of the U.S. geological survey 
and another member of the photo interpreta- 
tion team, said there appear to be gnuhations 
in the properties the moons posse S s Alimas , 
the moon closest to Saturn, is a battered little 
sphere with “ shoulder to shoulder craters " 
while Enceladus, the next moon out, is 
smooth. 
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ARAB- CANADIAN TIES 


Canacfian'Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau who has 
just visited Saudi Arabia is only one of several Western 
statesmen working toward closer cooperation with the 
countries of the Arab world. Trudeau had talks with 
Saudi officials over economic and political matters, and 
left after reaching agreement on several issues. 

A visit like Trudeau’ s emphasizes a lesson which the 
Arab world ought to learn. It is that cooperation with 
such countries as Canada cannot but yield mutual 
benefits to both parties: For too long has the Arab world 
looked at the United States, admittedly, the leader of the 
industrialized nations of the West, as the main channel 
for trade and cooperation. But it has been shown that it 
is easier to establish relations of parity with the secon- 
dary industrial powers, such as Britain; West Germany, 
Japan and Canada. The successes achieved up to now in 
this regard show how wrong it is to regard the Western 
Alliance as a monolith, which can be dealt with only 
through its top. 

The secondary powers — and they are secondary 
only in the size of their economies — offer technological 
and scientific expertise rivaling that of the superpowers. 
Their diverse cultures have a great deal to offer. And, 
very importantly, they can be extremely effective politi- 
cal allies in such forums as the United Nations and its 
various councils and agencies. 

Canada’s relations with the Arab world have been, 
with the exception of a short-lived crisis at the beginning 
of the previous a dmin istration’s term, always veiy cor- 
dial — and both Canada and the Arab world can look 
forward to a period of closer and more fruitful coopera- 
tion. 



Waiting for Reagan

Of all the dangers in the Middle East the danger 
of delay may : >e the worst — the danger that 
procrastination will make eventual renewal of con- 
flict inevitable "Tie dreadful drift persists. 

We were long j told dial no new move could be 
expected from the United States government dur- 
ing the presidential election campaign. All three 
candidates were too busy trying to win votes. And 
now we are told that we must wait again, some say 
for as long as six months, before the new United 
States administration takes over, studies the situa- 
tion, hears what all concerned have to say, and is 
eventually prepared to participate in a new search 
for peace. 

Meanwhile the hope was that the new European 
initiative promised at the Venice Conference in 
June this year would gather momentum and sup- 
port. This seemed to be die most hopeful, perhaps 
the only, was to end the deadlock, and show the way 
forward in accordance with the principles unanim- 
ously accepted by the international community as 
long ago as 1967 in the Security Council Resolution 
242. Hopes rose last June that the European gov- 
ernments would face and tackle the central remain- 
ing problem of the future of the Palestinians, and 
put forward practical proposals which neither side 
and neither superpower could originate but which 
all could eventually accept The freedom of die 
Palestinians and the security of Israel would be 
recognized as equally attainable and mutually 
dependent. 

This is still the most hopeful prospect Indeed no 
other initiative, no other method of progress toward 
a comprehensive peace, now seems possible. 

But even the European effort seems to be unduly 
delayed. It may have been considered wise to post- 
pone it until the United States presidential election 
was over, but it is surely time enough now to conr 
centrate international attention on the new hope, 
the new plan. The whole situation in the Middle 
East will be transformed when all concerned can see 
a way to escape from growing animosities and 
mounting dangers. It is to be greatly hoped that the 
European foreign ministers will be neither too ti mid 
nor too slow. 

While the evil of delay persists the situation on 
the ground becomes rapidly worse. The present 
Israeli government presses ahead with its policies of 
annexation of East Jerusalem and the West Bank 
and Gaza. The ring of high-rise fortress buildings 
round Jerusalem nears completion, the construc- 
tion of scores of Israeli settlements in the West 
Bank and Gaza proceeds apace with widespread 
acquisition of both Aral ' ind and Arab water, and 
repress ve Israeli action turther antagonizes Pales- 
tinian opinion and alienates Arabs everywhere. 

The international unanimity achieved in 1967 is 
thus jeopardized and the danger of superpower 
antagonism on Middle East issues is revived, to 
everyone's disadvantage. 

And it is a serious reflection that the present 
Israeli government could not pursue its desperately 
dangerous policies without massive United States 
support in money and arms. The time bas surely 
come when there should once more be a positive 
instead of a destructive purpose. 

What must that positive purpose be? When 
Senator Edmund Muskie was appointed as secret- 
ary of stare in May this year I was impudent enough 
to send him advice on what a new urgent interna- 
tional initiative for a lasting peace should be. 


Now I am -glad to repeat the five principles on 
which the new initiative should be founded. I shall 
not fail to forward them to the new United States 
secretary of state as soon as we know who that will 
be. 

Here are the five principles : 

One. Delay will not solve anything : on the contrary 
delay will in the end bring disaster for everyone. 
Two. The security of Israel will not be achieved by 
military domination and intimidation of its 
neighbors : it will be won by agreement and 
reconciliation. 

Three. The Palestinians will not be content with 
anything less than their freedom in a homeland 
of their own : no people would ask for less. 
Foot. There can be no peace in the Middle East 
without peace in Jerusalem, and Jerusalem 
most be united in freedom not divided by domi- 
nation : Jerusalem can and must be the gateway 
to peace. 

five. load must be secure : the Palestinians must be 
free : both are attainable but not one without 
the other. 


The president-elect of the United States has 
always been careful to confirm his support for the 
principles set out in United Nations Resolution 
242. We hope he also brings a fresh min d to the 
future of the Middle East affairs. His conclusions 
and his subsequent action may well be derisive. I 
trust it is not unduly optimistic to hope that he win 
respect the additional purposes now required and 
that one day before long we shall see both the 
United States and the Soviet Union and everyone 
else voting for another resolution, not to detract 
from but to supplement the unanimous Resolution 
242 cf 1967. 

It may be wishful thinking but I like to believe 
that the European initiative will no longer be 
delayed and that it will provide the comprehensive 
plan for which we have waited so long. 

It should make provision for a new regime for 
Jerusalem with twin cities one Arab and one Israeli 
a ad with no barriers between them and freedom of 
movemenLbe tween the two, and freedom of access 
to all the holy sites for everyone in a demilitarized 
city — with the holy city becoming not a barrier but 
a way to peace. 

Then the new plan should provide for a period of 
transition with a two-year United Nations Trustee- 
ship over East Jerusalem and the West Bank and 
Gaza during which period the Palestinians can 
exercise true self-determination, elect their leaders, 
settle their constitution and decide their relations 
with their neighbors. 

Provision should also be made for an interna- 
tional Boundary Commission to adjust the 1967 
line to remove anomalies and injustices bearing in 
mind the principle of “ the inadmissibility of acquis- 
ition of territory by war. " 

And finally there should be provision for a peace 
conference as envisaged after the 1973 war to take 
place in Geneva under the joint chairmanship of the 
United States and the Soviet Union. 

It is on such constructive proposals that interna- 
tional consideration should now be concentrated. 
Let us hope that the European initiative will soon 
give the lead required, and let us also hope that the 
new president of the United States will not faQ to 
bring to rhisou standing world problem a new spirit 
of understanding and a desire for equal justice — 
and a sense of urgency. It could be.

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Bolivia expects 190th coup

SANTIAGO — 

Bolivia’s new military rulers are cracking down 
on qpponeots as rumors grow of an impending 
counter- coup. According to informed diplomatic 
and opposition sources in La Paz, there are rifts 
between the army and the air force, between the 
army’s high command and the notorious paramilit- 
ary groups dispatched to .round up prisoners during 
the coup, and between military officers favoring 
repressive polides and those favoring a freer sys- 
tem. 

Three officials have been named as possible lead- 
ers in an effort to topple Gen. Luis Garda Meza; 
tiie present interior minister, Col. Luis Arce 
Gomez; the air force commander and member of 
the ruling junta, Gen. Waldo Bernal; and Col. Faus- 
tino Rico Toro, who succeeded Arce as chief of 
Bolivian Army Intelligence. 

A number of officials have privately urged that 
the influential Arce be removed before he becomes 
a greater danger to the regime. Already he seems to 
wield at least as much power as Garcia Meza within 
the government. Sources familiar with Arce’s 
career and actions predict he will not hesitate to 
attack Garda Meza himself at the first sign of any 
danger to his position. i < 

One diplomat said : " A lot of officers are calling 
for Arce’s dismissal, but Garda Meza’ is afraid of 
what he might do. ” 

The regime has attempted to relax traditional 
rivalry between the air force and array by dedaring 
the three-man junta the supreme authority in 
Bolivia. That supposedly gives Bernal, and the 
commander of the land-iodted navy. Admiral Ram- 


iro Terrazas, the same authority as Garda Meza. 

Outside the junta, Col. Rico Toro is supposedly 
gaining support among military officers more mod- 
erate than those in power. His backers indude Gen 
Hugo Banzer, who ruled Bolivia from 1 97 1-78, and 
CoL Mario Vargas, who was sacked as army com- 
mander in Cochabamba, Bolivia’s third largest city, 
shortly after the coup. Another < office thought to be 
aligning himself with this group is Col. Alberto 
Ntusch, who seized power a year ago for 16 days. 

Rico Toro enjoys one advantage that many in the 
current government do not have: his name has not 
been mentioned in any of the accusations of drug- 
trafficking leveled at the Bolivian military. 

Garda Meza’s regime has sought to counter cri- 
ticism by announdng it will free political prisoners 
detained in the coup, but diplomatic sources in La 
Paz say they do not expect all political prisoners to 
be released because the government’s estimate of 
the number of detainees is far less than die number 
reportedly imprisoned. Opposition sources say they 
have verified! the existence of at least 10 concentra- 
tion bamps, induding four in the northern province 
of Beni. 

Officials last month resdnded permission for the 
Red Cross to visit some of the detainees, and the 
government has repeatedly refused requests from 
. in ternational human rights groups to tour detention 
centers. 

If Bolivia does undergo another coup — which by 
most counts would be the 1 90th in its history — few 
expect a return to the relative freedoms enjoyed 
under previous civilian government. “ The military 
are likely to be in power for a long time, ” one La 
Paz source said. 


Canada to abandon N- arms

OTTAWA — 

Canada is giving up nudear weapons while 
remaining a loyal member of NATO. Between 
October 1982 and October 1984, its 44 nudear- 
aimed u Voodoo ” aircraft, which patrol the coun- 
try’s arctic perimeter with their powerful radars to 
intercept approaching bombers. wQl be phased out 

The“ Voodoos ’’ — McDonnell Douglas F-lOls 
— were built in the late 1950s, and their technology 
is becoming outdated. They caziy American-made 
nudear warheads on “ Genie ” rockets. The two 
countries operate a dual-key system of control over 
the warheads. 

Canada has just signed a contract to replace the 
aircraft with McDonnell D ouglas Hornet F-18 
fighters, which will not be designed to carry nudear 
weapons. 

“ The Canadian government has been a strong 
advocate of non-proliferation of nudear weapons 
and of nudear safeguards, ” says Tom Hammond, 
director of the Defense Relations Directorate of 
Canada's External Affairs Ministry. *.* So this is a 
self-denying ordinance. But we are also giving up 
nuclear weapons because you don' t need them for 
air-to-air combat with modem missiles. To some 
extent the decision is the result of a technological 
revolution. ” 

In 1969 Canada withdrew all its nudear weapons 


from Europe. That decision, like the subsequent 
one not to arm the new F- 1 8s with nudear weapons, 
was taken by the Liberal government of Pierre 
Trudeau with little protest from the Conservative 
opposition. However, Canada has not entirely 
opted out of nudear confrontation. Asa member of 
NATO it is committed to the doctrine of “ flexible 
response” in Europe, which means that NATO is 
prepared to resort to nudear weapons in certain 
circumstances. Canada also supported NATO’s 
decision last December to site cruise and Pershing 
missiles in Europe. 

It also remains a joint partner in the North 
American Air Defense System (NORAD), this is 
an early warning system and Canada has a string of 
radar stations linked to NORAD headquarters at 
Colorado Springs. There are designed to detect 
missies fined over die North Pole from the Soviet 
Union and are presumably targeted by Soviet nuc- 
lear planners. 

Canada is also increasing its surveillance of Rus- 
sian submarine movements in the far north. 

Canadian ministers are concerned at “ miscon- 
ceptions ’’ that Canada is gradually opting out of 
NATO.

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Soviets manage 
to avoid embargo 
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BRUSSELS, Nov. 23 (AFP) _ The Soviet 
Union has managed to get round the partial 
embargo by the European community on 
agricultural exports to the USSR in retalia- 
tion for the Soviet intervention in Afghanis- 
tan. Soviet grain imports alone from the 
community in the first six months of this year 
are more than three times greater, than for 
the whole of last year, but now there are signs 
of the community damping down again. 

In January the community agree not -to sell 
more than their average for the past three 
years to the Soviet Union and not to make 
good grain exports held back by the United 
Suites. 

But this year the Soviet Union has man- 
aged to buy 130,000 tons of community but- 
ter against a normal level of 80,000 tons. This 
was because small packets of butter were not 
monitored between January and May with 

the result that 243,000 tons slipped through 

the controls. 

Requests to export 100,000 tons of butter 
and 75,000 tons of butter oil in 1981 have

U.S. urged to limit 
Japanese car imports 
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WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 — Influential 
members of the House and the Senate joined 
with spokesmen for the ailing U.S. auto- 
mobile industry this month to urge prompt 
approval of legislation empowering the pres- 
ident to negotiate auto import restraints with 
Japan. 

At a hearing by the House Ways and 
Means Subcommittee on trade Sen. Howard 
W. Metzenbaum, D-Ofaio, said that he feared 
that Japanese auto makers would step up 
their sales in the United States in the wake of 
last week's vote by the U.S. International 
Trade Commission rejecting quotas on 
Japanese imports. 

Metzenbaum said that if Congress failed to 
adopt legislation authorizing the president to 
negotiate import restrictions, he would intrp- 
- duce a bill to reduce Japanese auto and light 
truck imports by 30 per cent next year, 20 per 
cent in 1962 and 10 per cent in 1983,. 

Rep. Charles A. Vanik, D-Ohio, the sub- 
committee chairman, said during a recess that 
he could not predict whether the bill would 
win the panel’s approval, but that he 
expected action on it within a day or so, 
Douglas, A. Fraser, president of the United 
Anto Workers, said that an orderly, market- 
ing agreement resulting from negotiations by 
the president would be the preferred solution 
to the auto industry’s problems. “ Any farther 
increase in the imports’ share will only make 
an intolerable situation even worse,” Fraser 
said; citing figures showing that the Japanese' 
share of the U.S. auto market was 21 per cent 
during the first 1 0 months of 1 980 — up from 
16 per cent during the same period in 1978.

— South Africa is openly bracing for 
economic sanctions but warns that others will 
suffer too. The sanctions threat came out into 
the open this week after Foreign Minister 
RJF. "Pik” Botha returned from Europe, 
where he discussed stalemated negotiations 
over independence for South-West Africa, 
the disputed territory chat South Africa has 
ruled for the last 65 years.

51 arrested in Indonesia 


JAKARTA. Nov. 23 (R) — Police have 
arrested 5 1 people in a continuing probe into 
the theft of some $12 million worth of oil 
from tankers and installations of the state- 
owned Pertamina Oil Company, informed 
sources said.

The Selenia company, a member of the 
state institute for industrial reconstruction, is 
the largest military electronics firm in Italy, 
with a turnover of $137 million last year and a 
staff of 6.200. . 

Selenia manufactures various types of elec- 
tronics equipment, radar, missiles, intercep- 
tion and jamming systems, underwater detec- 
tion systems and parts for satellites. 

The firm, which exports products to a 
dozen countries, has its main factories near 
Rome and Naples. 

Trainmen under arrest 
in Italian investigation 

VIBO VALENTIA, Italy, Nov. 23 (AP) 
— Police arrested two train engineers and 
two stationmasters Saturday on charges of 
multiple manslaughter in a bizarre train colli- 
sion near this southern Italian town that 
claimed at least 28 lives. 

By nightfall, rescue workers ; had pulled 
out 24 bodies from the wreckage but a police 
spokesman said that four other bodies could 
be seen inside one of the passenger coaches. 
Searchers were using blow torches and crow- 
bars in an effort to reach the bodies. 

More than 1 10 persons were injured when 
two high-speed trains on Friday slammed 
into a string of boxcars that had uncoupled 
from a passing freight. Investigators said the 
28 boxcars stood on die tracks for 20 
minutes. 

After a preliminary investigation, police 
arrested two engineers of the freight train and 
the stationmasters of the two stations the 
freight passed after losing 28 of its 41 box- 
cars. An investigation commission had ques- 
tioned them to determine bow the cars got 
uncoupled and why the stationmasters failed 
to check on the number of boxcars when the 
train passed. 



President Kennedy 

Controversy 
on Kennedy 
still rages 

DALLAS, Texas, Nov. 23 (AP) — The 
17th anniversary of the assassination of John 
F. Kennedy was marked quiet Saturday, but 
the controversy about who shot the president 
still rages. 

A memorial sendee Friday at the site of the 
Nov. 22, 1963, slaying attracted only 25 peo- 
ple, including 1 1 high school choir members 
who were to sing hymns. 

The controversy surrounding the Kennedy 
assassination continues, erupting most 
recently in a courtroom battle over opening 
the grave of accused assassin Lee Harvey 
Oswald. British author Michael Eddowes 
tried to have the body dug up to prove his 
contention that a Soviet impostor — not 
Oswald — actually shot the president and was 
himself killed two days later by Dallas night- 
club owner Jack Ruby. 

In the summer, Eddowes obtained permis- 
sion for opening the grave from Oswald’s 
widow, Marina Oswald Porter, but Oswald’s 
brother went to court and successfully 
blocked the attempt. 

County Democratic Party Chairman David 
Caiiock said he has eroded interest in the 
Kennedy legend and in the memorial service. 

“Attendance has been going down each 
year. You’ve got a whole new generation, and 
maybe being democratic, progressive and 
libera] isn't in vogue days," said Carlock. 

Waning interest was also noticed by Muriel 
Storrie, who works at the Kennedy birthplace 
in Brookline, Massachussetts. Tourist traffic 
at the narrow, three-story house has tapered 
nearly 50 per cent in a decade. “ We get more 
foreign visitors now than Americans,” says 
Mrs. Storrie, who works for die National 
Park Service, which manages the homestead. 

The anniversaries of Kennedy's election as 
president — 20 years ago this month — and 
his assassination have sparked little unusual 
activity at 83 Beals St., a virtually unmarked 
monument.

ISTANBUL, Nov. 23 (AP).- West Ger- 
man archeologists have unearthed the ruins 
of a settlement presumably dating back to the 
3rd* Century B.C. in upper Mesopotamia. 

The excavations were led by Prof, Herald 
Hauptme, from West German Heidelberg 
University, in the village of Lidar, in the 
southeastern Turkish province of : Urfa. The 
area is situated in the upper Mesopotamia 
and included parts of what were the Assyrian 
empire in ancient times. 

The reports carried by the Turkish semi- 
official news agency Anatolia, said the finds 
were a result of two years of excavations in 
die district of Bozov and that further excava- 
tions will be made next summer. 

The discoveries were made in an area 
slated for government expropriation for the 
construction of a dam across the Euphrates 
River. Reports said die region was a major 
transit point from the Mesopotamia area to 
Asia Minor en route to Europe. 

Initial research indicated that the area was 
seeded around 5th Century B.C. and recent 
excavations pointed out to the existence of a 
large settlement presumed to belong to the 
A^yrian civilization the reports said. 


hot section of southwestern Arizona adjacent 
to the Mexican border.

“There is no aerial surveil- 
lance,” he noted. "Seventy-five per cent of 
Organ Pipe is wild erness area where no vehi- 
cles are permitted. We patrol that on horse- 
back.”

French, Groguhuet and his crew — a camera 
and sound-man, an editor and anywhere from 
three to 'a dozen actors — create comic vig- 
nettes once a week to Illustrate aspects of life 
that bear nammat i n n — ; Htr r the muddy 
marketplace. . . 

“We had to go in with boots on to work in 
that place,” Groguhuet said in a recent inter- 
view.* 1 You can imagine what it was like for 
die women who sell there and the custom- 
ers” Within a week after the program was 
shown, authorities in this capital of 15 mil- 
lion had (begun to dean up the market. 

The Ivory Coast, a prosperous former 
French colony of 8 million, has had state- 
operated television since 1963 and a color 
system since 1973 that broadcasts 40 hours a 
week in French to most of the country. The 
daily fare consists, of American and French 
series, films ah d occasional local dramatic or 


entertainment shows. There are two daily 
news magazines. 

This is a single-party state whose president 
since independence 20 years ago, 75-year- 
old Felix Houphouet Boigny, was just re- 
elected to a fifth term with 99.98 per cent of 
the vote. There is little overt sign of political 
dissiden ce or criticism of gov em ment actions . 


The official newspaper, F rater rule Matin , 
generally praises the government, and its 
public service reporting tends to be pedantic. 
Groguhuet prefers comedy to lectures. Often 
disguised but always recognizable, he steps in 
and out of the action, raising deceptively sim- 
ple points, punctuated with dramatic 


country’s first legislative and municipal elec- 
tions open to all comers. 

Groguhuet says he is not interested in Mer- 
cedes automobiles, or villas or fancy clothes. 
He will never openly criticize "Le Vieux” — 
“The Old Man ” as the president is known — 
but dudes him gently from time to time.

Michigan tops Ohio State for Rose Bowl trip 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23 (AP) — Michigan 
beat Ohio State 9-3 to win the Big Ten title 
and a Rose Bowl berth and Oklahoma defe- 
ated Nebraska 21-17 to move one step doser 
to an Orange Bowl on a Saturday filled with 
traditional rivalries. 

In two other major games, second- ranked 
and Sugar Bowl-bound Notre Dame whipped 
Air Force 24-10 and No. 18 UOLA edged 
No. 12 Southern Cal 20-17 in a game bet- 
ween teams that are ineligible for bowl games 
because of Pac-10 conference sanctions. 

Meanwhile, No. 1 1 Baylor blanked No. 20 
Texas 16-0, No. 13 Brigham Young over- 
whelmed Utah 56-6, Clemson sup used No. 
14 South Carolina 27-6, No. 15 North 
Carolina beat Duke 44-21, No. 16 Washing- 
ton defeated Washington State 30-23 and 
nNo. 17 Mississippi state defeated Missis- 
sippi 19-14. 

John Wangler s 13-vard touchdown pass to 
Anthony Carter in die third quarter gave 


1 0th- ranked Michigan the victory over No. 5 
Ohio State. The Wolverines, who have won 
eight in a row after a 1-2 start, win face 
Pacific- 10 champion Washington at 
Pasadena, while the Buckeyes .will take on 
Penn State in the Fiesta Bowl. 

The staunch Michigan defense limited 
Ohio State passing star Art Schliditer to 130 
yards on just eight completions in 26 
attempts, and held rushing leader Cal Murray 
to 38 yards on 14 carries. 

Oklahoma freshman Buster Rhymes ran 
one yard for a touchdown with 56 seconds 
remaining to lift the ninth-ranked Soo tiers to 
a dramatic victory over fourth-ranked Neb- 
raska. That gave Oklahoma at least a share of 
the Big Fight championship, but the Sooners 
must teat Oklahoma State next Saturday in 
order to gain a spot in (he Orange Bowl 
against Florida State.

Navratilova nets $100,000 
for tennis win over A ustin 


Olympic hero Lasse Viren bids track goodby 


GATESHEAD, England, Nov. 23 (AFP) 
— Four- time Olympic gold medalist Lasse 
Viren of Finland bid a sad farewell to trade 
here Saturday. 

The legendary Finn, winner of the 5,000 
and 10.000 meters gold medals at both the 
Munich and Montreal Olympics, finished 
well back the 60-strong field at the interna- 
tional cross-country race here Saturday 
afternoon. 

Berhanu Gin na of Ethiopia won the race 
with Emile Puttemans of Belgium second. 
Last year’s winner, ML Muir of Scotland, 
came in third. 

It was a sad end to Viren’s glittering track 
career which began in 1964 when he was 
runner-up in Finland’s junior cross-country 
championship. 

Three years later Viren ran his first 
5,000- meters race in less than 15 minutes 
(14:59.4) — a feat no Ik-year-old Finn had 
ever accomplished. 

The young Viren took advantage of a stint 
in the Finnish army to do some hard tr aining 
and by 1 969, at the age of 20, he had become 
Finland’s 5, 000- meter senior champion. He 
then entered the police force. 

Following a brief and unhappy period at an 
American university, Viren linked up with 
trainer Rolf Haikkola in 1970 and went on to 
finish 17th in the 10,000-meters and 7th in 
the 5.000- meters in the European champion- 
ship in Helsinki. 

Still a virtual unknown, Viren stunned the 
1972 ‘Munich Olympics by w innin g gold 
medals in both the 5,000-meters and 10,000

But Viren took his revenge at the 
Montreal Olympics, repeating his Munich 
performance of two gold medals in the 5,000 
and 1 0,000 meters, an exploit never achieved 
in tire history of athletics. Twenty-four hours 
after finishing the 5 ,000- meters, Viren 
entered the marathon and finished fifth. 

After Montreal, Viren failed to maintain 
his pace and at the Moscow Olympics last 
summer, the quadruple gold- medalist placed 
fifth in the 10,000- meters — a performance 
that cost him such effort that he withdrew 
from the 5,000 meters and abandoned in the 
marathon. 


Viren, married after the Montreal Olymp- 
ics, now spends most of his time with bis wife 
and sonTuomas in a beautiful home he had built 
in his home town Myrskyla. on land offered 
to him by his countrymen. 

He is curriely employed as a technical 
advisor to a shoe manufacturer and hopes to 
turn his sporting attention now to motor- 
raHying. 

Hungary moves

VALLETTA, Malta Nov. 23 (AP) —

Fire burst gamblers’ cocoon 


EDITOR’S NOTE: How did it happen, the 
second worst hotel lire in U.S. history that 
killed more than 80 guests at one of Las Vegas’ 
most prestigious tourist spots? Here is how 
eyewitnesses and officials saw die MGM 
Grand Hotel disaster.

LAS VEGAS, Nevada, Nov. 23 (AP) — 
The neon- splashed Las Vegas night had 
turned to sun-drenched morning, hut the 
gamblers in the MGM Grand Hotel-Casino 
were lost in their softly lit, timeless cocoon 
where hours were measured by die size of 
your stack of chips or die weight of slot 
machine coins in your palm. Ail their luck ran 
out in less than a minute. 

“At 7:35 (Friday morning), the front end 


of the c asin o blew out like a World War II 
flamethrower” said Charles MacGregor, 
assistan t security supervisor of the Barbary 
Coast Hotel across the street. 

A pit boss he knew from the MGM Grand 
staggered onto the street. “The fire took just 
22 seconds to cross the 100 yards (91 meters) 
of the casino floor” MacGregor quoted his 
friend as saying. 

“A high-roller just sat at his table looking 
at his$50,000 worth of chips and I told him to 
get out,rU vouch for them later,” thepitboss 
said. 

As flames enveloped die lower floor of the 
massive granite structure, and screams of ter- 
rified guests in the upper floors mingled with 
the wail of arriving fire engines, the gamblers 
played on in the casinos across the street as

freed by police. 

“We warn the authorities against a return 
to the road of repression ” said the Warsaw 
chapter in de manding die release of Jan 
Narozniak, who was detained in connection 
with a search of the union's offices last 
Thursday. 

Meanwhile, the official press of neighbor- 
ing East Germany and Czechoslovakia step- 
ped up their attacks on Polish dissidents and 
free trade unionists. 

Neues Deutschland, the official East Ger- 
man Co mmunis t daily, accused independent 
union leader Lech Walesa of links with Italian 
Fascists and secretly plotting to unde rmin e 
socialism in Poland. 

A spokesman for the Wroclaw chapter of 
Solidarity, Poland's largest independent 
trade union, said by telephone that the threat 
to disrupt rail service Monday had been with- 
drawn for the good of the country. 

The spokesman said talks were under way 
in Wroclaw with a representative of the 
transmit minister to settle differences over 
pay raises amounting to some $6 3 million. 

Solidarity wants more money for the low- 
est paid employees while a plan negotiated 
weeks ago with die old, state-supported trade 
union would have divided the extra cash 
more evenly among all categories of rail 
workers. 

Disruption of rail service would have dealt 
a devastating blow to Poland's already 
strained economy. Last year Polish trains car- 
ried nearly a million tons of goods — about a 
third of all shipments.

Walesa : called enemy of socialism 

As the country avoided yet another labor 
confrontation, the Warsaw chapter of Sol- 
idarity laid plans for work stoppages at 
selected area plants if Narozniak remained in 
custody. But a local official said no deadline 
for his release bad been set. 

Solidarity said Narozniak, who works in 
the union printingshop, had been summoned 
to the police station in connection with the 
discovery of a 13-page, classified document 
pusblished by General Prosecutor Lucien 
Czubinski. 

Police found the document at Solidarity’s 
downtown Warsaw office during a search last 
Thursday. Narozniak reported to police on 
Friday, die union said, and had not turned up 
at home as of Saturday might.

War cuts oil to Yugoslavs 


BELGRADE, Nov. 23 (R) — Yugoslavia, 
already facing serious economic difficulties, 
has been among countries hardest hit by the 
Gulf war and the loss of oil supplies from Iraq 
and Iran. 

Iraq had become Yugoslavia's chief sup- 
plier and the independent Communist coun- 
try was making big investments in Iraqi 
development projects expected to total $4 
billion in the next 10 years, in return for 
secure access to oil. 

Oil industry officials calculated that sus- 
pension of Iraqi and Iranian exports in Sep- 
tember left Yugoslavia with an expected 
shortfall to be made up during the winter 
months of around 30 million barrels, about 
one-third of total annual imports from all 
.sources. 

The officials said there would be no prob- 
lem securing 12 million barrels, adding that 
the rest could be covered by increased sup- 
plies from Syria, Kuwait, Algeria, Mexico 
and possibly some other exporters. 

But die secretary of the organization of the 
oil-producing industry of Yugoslavia, Ivan 
Sindija, said in a newspaper interview last 
month it would be unrealistic to expect extra 
oil from Yugoslavia’s second supplier, the 
Soviet Union, which faced rising mtemal 
demand for its production. 

Rising Soviet prices, meanwhile, forced 
Yugoslavia to increase exports to the Soviet 
Union of oonsu mer goods while causing shor- 
tages in the home markeL 

Officials said about half Yugoslavia's 
export earnings of around $7 billion in 1980 
would be spent on imported oxL The govern- 
ment is grappling with rising unemployment, 
inflation of around 30 per cent and hard-

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currency debts on which interest and other 
payments have been consuming nearly a 
quarter of export earnings. 

While seeking loans from Western banks 
and a standby credit from the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF), Yugoslavia has intro- 
duced an economic stability and austerity 
program in which energy policies play an 
important role. 

The rising oil import bill has led the gov- 
ernment to introduce a vigorous oil-saving 
program and to hatch plans to exploit domes- 
tic coal and hydro-electric resources. 

A first nudear power plant is to begin 
operating next year and the government 
plans to have five more by the end of the 
century. Heating in public buildings and 
apartment blocks this win ter will be limited to 
1 8 degrees centigrade excepr in hospitals and 
schools. 

The price of coal oil, used in industry and 
for heating, has been raised 76 per cent dur- 
ing 1980 and gasoline by 49 per cent. Offi- 
cials have said higher prices can be expected 
if crude prices continue to rise. 

Speed limits are in force on roads and, 
through a system based on odd-and-even 
license plates, the use of cars is banned for 
most drivers for up to seven days a month. 

Officials say the economy measures are 
having the desired effect with consumption of 
gasoline down 16.5 per cent and fuel oil 10 
per cent. The main Belgrade daily PoGuka, 
quoted officials as saying oil imports would 
be reduced to an estimated 214,000 barrels a 
day this year, compared with 270,000 barrles 
a day in 1979. 

The newspaper said officials expect that oil 
imports will fall 10 per cent next year. 

Diplomats fly to Iran 

ALGIERS. Nov. 23 (R) — A team of 
Algerian diplomats was expected to arrive in 
Tehran with Iran's demands for clarification 
by Washington of its position on the hostage 
question, Algerian officials, said. 

Iran wants the U.S. to clarify its response to 
Tehran’s conditions for release of the 52 
American hostages held by the Iranians for 
over a year. 

The Algerian diplomats, who included the 
ambassadors to Washington and Tehran, 
flew to the Iranian capital 12 days ago. They 
took with them the American reply to the 
release conditions. 

Algeria has acted as go-between in moves 
about possible freeing of the hostages.

“Would you believe they kept on playing 
the slot machines and didn't even bother 
looking out the window?” said Ruth Stein, a 
change girl at the Barbary Coast. “I said to 
several of them playing the dollar machines, 
‘don't you know people are dying over 
thereT but they just grunted and kept pul ling 
the handles.” 

It was only when the Barbary Coast's 
casino was cleared to be used as a temporary 
evacuation center for MGM guests that the 
hard-core gamblers reluctantly moved on to 
other of the never-dosed casinos on down the 
glittering strip. 

“ Wc always knew that one day something 
was going to happen like this.” said Dark 
County Fire Chief Roy Parrish as the full 
impact of the tragedy became dearer. 

By Saturday morning other offidals were 
agreeing that a reluctance to impose recent 
strict safety measures on hotels built earlier 
probably contributed to the death toll. “You 
can't force people to bring hotels up to codes 
that didn't exist when they were built,” said 
state of Nevada Governor Robert List 

But a guest at the stricken hoteL New York 
businessman Cesar Sanzaro, angrily disag- 
reed when be talked to reporters after the 
fire. “They didn’t have spinklers. There were 
no smoke alarms. There was not even water 
to wet the towels because it had been turned 
off,” he said. “It was a disastrous situation.” 

The blaze that crippled the 26-story hotel, 
one of the largest in the world, began in the 
common kitchen that served several restaur- 
ants situated about the lower floors cd the 
hotel, fire officials said. 

Then this series of events compounded 
what fire officials said ought otherwise have 
been another containable kitchen fire: 

— The hotel alarm system, located on the 
kitchen level, burned ouL Guests in the 
resort’s 2,076 rooms were unaware of the 
impendin g danger. 

— The sprinkler system in the kitchen on 
the ground floor — one of only three floois 
that had such equipment — was ineffective in 
putting out the blaze. The flames jumped the 
outside walls to the casino and burst loose in 
the “eye in the sky,” an installation where 
casino employees secretly observe the gam- 
ing tables below. This enveloped the casino in 
an explosion of flames. Ten bodies were later 
found in the charred and twisted wreckage of 
the casino. 

— With no outlet at that level, choking 
clouds of black smoke poured up the elevator 
shafts and into every floor, panicking guests 
who awoke to find acrid fumes seeping into 
their rooms. 

— Fire doors on the inside stairway could 
not -be opened from the inside, and rhis 
prompted fleeing guests to prop the doors 
open behind them in case they had to get out 
again. That meant even greater volumes of 
the suffocating fumes were spread through- 
out the building. New country fire regulations 
provide that doors dose tight but do not lock. 

— The ventilation system, which could 
have been turned off, spread smoke into 
rooms, leading many of the guests to break 
sealed windows in panic and in escape 
attempts. At least 70 of the dead were in the 
upper floors. 

— Smoke so quickly filled the telephone 
switchboard room that the operators had 
time only to warn the casino crowd over the 
public address system before they had to flee. 
No guests were warned by telephone. 

There are some 60 casino hotels on the 
strip or the downtown casino center in Las 
Vegas. Many, like the MGM Grand Hotel, 
were built under now-outdated safety codes. 

Chinese tribunal 
opens hearing on 
air force chief 

PEKING, Nov. 23 (R) — A special court 
in Peking Sunday started hearings into 
charges against former Aar Force Comman- 
der Wu Fu Xian, one of five former top- 
ranking officers accused of plotting to assas- 
sinate Mao Tse-Tung and stage a coup in 
1971. 

Wu appeared before the “second tribunal” 
of the special court trying former military 
officers and civilians. 

The “First tribunal,” handling the cases of 
the civilians involved in Communist China's 
counter-revolutionary trial, will sit Monday 
with Wang Hongwen, junior member of the 
so-called Gang of Four, in the dock. 

All 10 defendants, including Mao's widow, 
Jiang Qing. appeared at the opening session 
of the special court on Thursday to hear the 
20,000-word indictment read out. The 
indictment contains 48 specific charges, 
including the assassination and coup plot the 
persecution and deaths of many thousands of 
people and a plot for an armed rebellion in 
Shanghai. 

Not all tiie charges apply to each individual 
defendant, although all face the death sen- 
tence. 

Chinese television showed a brief excerpt 
from the second day s hearing. Wu appeared 
alone before the military tribunal looking 
submissive but healthy. During the three- 
minute broadcast, his only audible words 
were.“It was Lin Biao (former defense chief) 
who ordered me. Everything Lin Biao told 
me to do I did.”

Refinery’s fumes could damage Taj 


MATHURA, India, Nov. 23 (LAT) — 
The S 275 million oil refinery nearing 
completion on rhe western outskirts of this 
ancient city is considered vital to India’s 
economic future. 

However, the sulfur dioxide pollution 
that the refinery will generate is viewed by 
conservationists as a threat to one of the 
world's great architectural wonders, the 
Taj Mahal, located just 20 miles down- 
wind of the refinery, at Agra. 

After nearly six years of construction, 
the refinery will start up in mid- 1981, 
according to government estimates. The 
refinery is really a secondary considera- 
tion. 

What worries conservationists most is 
that concentrations of sulfur dioxide from 
industry already operating around Agra 
have begun to take their toll on portions of 
the Taj’s brilliant white marble, causing 
blistering and reddish-brown discolora- 
tion. 

“ It’s like a cancer. ” said Som N. Chib, 
vice president and co-founder of the 
Indian Heritage Society, which was estab- 
lished 1 8 months ago with the goal of pro- 
tecting the Taj and other historical 
monuments in Agra. “ Like cancer, it will 


spread more rapidly as time goes on. ” 

The Indian government has already 
moved to cut off existing sources of sulfur 
dioxide pollution in Agra, but the impact 
of refinery emissions on the Taj remains a 
question mark. Conservationists have 
expressed fear that pollution will far 
exceed government estimates and pose a 
new danger to the Taj and other ancient 
buildings at Agra. 

The Taj is in no imminent danger of 
destruction. Indeed, a viewer s first 
impression of the tomb, built more than 
300 years ago by Emperor Shah Jahan for 
his wife, is of stunning beauty. Only a 
doser inspection shows the effect of pollu- 
tion on its marble. 

In sonje areas, the pollution has caused 
a buff-colored sort of rash. Elsewhere, 
especially on the horizontal surfaces, the 
marble has been etched gray by the add 
created when sulfur dioxide combines 
with moisture. 

The decision to locate the country's 
largest oil refinery just 20 miles from its 
most famous architectural treasure was 
made in 1 972, a time when environmental 
srience was little known in India. 

“ We were monitoring damage for 


years but never looked into the cause. " 
said B.K.. Thapcr, director-general of 
India's Archeological Society, the gov- 
ernment body responsible for preserving 
the Taj. “ It was only when we Launched 
environmental studies fin 1973-74) that 
we realized air pollution was a cause. ” 

But by then it was too late for the con- 
servationists to block the refinery. 

A government-appointed committee of 
experts was ordered to conduct an 
environmental impact study of the refin- 
ery in 1975. But the committee, which was 
headed by the chief executive of India's 
state-owned petrochemicals corporation 
and acting largely on studies conducted by 
a consultant under contract for the refin- 
ery's owner, the indian oil Corp.. con- 
cluded that the project posed no threat to 
the Taj. 

The refinery would contribute only one 
to two micrograms of sulfur dioxide per 
cubic meter, compared to what was then 
an average level of 1 5 to 20 micrograms, 
according to the study's conclusions. 

To best protect the Taj. the committee 
said, industries already contributing to 
pollution should be shut down or moved 
from Agra.
